President of the Citizens and 
‘Southern National Bank, be- 
moaned the fact that business and 
industry know more about the 
technical aspects of operations 
than they do about the people 
with whom they work. 

Gordon said he stressed knowing 
people at this time because doc- 
trines and philosophies of security, 
unemployment compensation and 
pensions gave people a mass re-ed- 
ucation. 

“They were made conscious of 
themselves as social entities as 
never before in their lives.

“Larger cities are attracting 
more and more retail trade be- 
cause of the larger stocks of mer- 
chandise and the better services 
available at the stores,” said Dr.

Converse xontinued, the merchants 
must show more teamwork. 

Dr. Converse said that mer- 
chants could better their competi- 
tive position if they first deter- 
mined their own marketing -:rea 
and then directed their energies 
to reaching the potential custom- 
ers in that area. Much effort, both 
in promotion and in advertising, 
is sheer waste, he said, because 
merchants often direct their activi- 
ties into unproductive channels. 

Another movement in the retail 
merchandising field, said Dr. Con- 
verse, is that originated by Sears, 
Roebuck and Company. 

“It is a policy of locating stores 
at considerable distances from 
central shopping districts and in 
locations where there are no other 
stores handling fashion goods,” he 
said. “This is contrary to the be- 
lief that a store selling fashion 
goods should be near at least two 
other stores selling similar goods. 
It is tru. that Sears makes a price 
appeal and that their name carries 
considerable good will and _pres- 
tige. Nevertheless, this is a move- 
ment that should be watched 
closely.” : 

In conclusion, Dr. Converse thus 
summarized the results of a large 
number of surveys he has taken: 

“The movement of fashion goods 
trade is from the smaller to the 
larger towns. Rural people trade 
in secondary and primary trading

Atlanta now has spoken, from a citizen- 
ship viewpoint, on what it plans to do 
about its hideous record. 

In a remarkable demonstration of civic 
and community spirit, business and pro- 
fessional men of Greater Atlanta—of At- 
lanta, Fulton and DeKalb Counties—yes- 
terday met and organized, within the 
span of an hour, a metropolitan chapter 
of the National Safety Council, an organi- 
zation regarded as the most efficient and 
effective of any of the national volunteer 
agencies. 

Concerned with all factors and facets 
of safety, the various chapters of the Na- 
tional Council have produced dramatic re- 
sults such as cutting insurance rates in 
Dallas to about half what they are in At- 
lanta, reducing children’s deaths by 65 
percent in Kansas City, shaving motor ve- 
hicle accidents down 40 perceht in Omaha, 
and so on. 

Atlanta’s accident rate, given national 
focus a few weeks ago by the death of 
Margaret Mitchell, auther of “Gone With 
the Wind,” is one of America’s worst, 
largely because public opinion refused to

Settlement of the strike against Beth- 
lehém Steel, at a cost to the company of 
about 12 cents an hour, may serve as a 
pattern for the industry.

State Revenue Commissioner Redwine 
reveals that 12 special investigators are in 
Washington going over Federal income 
tax returns with a view to prosecuting 
those who failed to pay the State levy. 

‘It’s about time. 

Literally hundreds of Georgians who 
should have been filing State income tax 
returns have been “neglecting” to do so. 
Others, while filing State returns, have 
been listing much less income on their 
State blanks than on the Federal. Because 
the State Government has been notorious-

He 
not only is going to the county seats himself, he 
is taking his Cabinet with him. 


Beginning this week, Gov. Folsom and rep. 
resentatives of the following State departments 
are holding sessions in six regions of the State: 
Adjutant General, Commerce Department, Ala- 
bama Beverage Control Board, emeattiiion De- 
partment, Corrections and Institutions Depart- 
ment, Selective Service System, Highway De- 
partment, Industrial Relations Department, La- 
bor Department, Public Safety Department, Par- 
don and Parole Board, Welfare Department, Reve- 
nue Department, Division of Records and Re- 
ports, and Veterans’ Affairs Department.

Georgia Governors for some time have hired 
professional pulse feelers to keep them informed 
of public sentiment over the State. Their value 
has been seriously questioned, however, even 
by the Governors who hired them. Feeling that 
the Chief Executives wanted to hear and would 
pay more and longer for pleasant reports, these 
people quickly became “yes men.” They built 
up the ego of the Governor instead of improv- 
ing his political Standing. One Governor be- 
came so convinced of the futility of this practice 
in recent years that he seriously considered giv- 
ing a professional detective a contract to bring 
him factual and not fictional reports. 


_ GEORGIA’S doubling of its hunting and fish- 
ing license fees early this year has caused a de- 
crease in the number of licenses issued. Income 
from these sources increased only 10 percent 
over last year thus far, while the price increased 
100 percent. Has Georgia increased the tax so 
high that it will lose, rather than gain, revenue? 
The new fees find Georgia ranks among the 


highest in the nation. Only two States—Florida | 


and New Mexico—have higher resident hunting 
licenses than Georgia’s $5.25. These same two 
are the only States having higher combination 
hunting and fishing licenses than Georgia's $7.75. 
Arizona and Oregon are the only two States with 
higher fees than Georgia’s $10.25 on out-of-State 
fishermen.

“Roosevelt and 
The Russians’ 


Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., died three days 


before the appearance of his important book, 
“Roosevelt and the Russians; The Yalta (Confer- 


Of those who knew the whole story, there are left only Winston 
ChurchiH, Anthony Eden and Russia’s Stalin and: Molotov. 

The Americans—Franklin Roosevelt, Harry Hopkins and now 
Stettinius—are dead. 

It is a fascinating, revealing book which the late Secretary of 
State has left. Yalta has come to be the favorite word for the 
Roosevelt opposition. Such phrases as “At Yalta, where Roose- 
velt gave Stalin the world,” roll easily from their lips and pens. 


Facts Actually, says Siettinius, in a flat, unequivocal state- 

ment, “the record of the Conference shows clearly that 
the Soviet Union made greater concessions at Yalta to the United 
States and Great Britain than were made to the Soviets. The 
agreements reached among President Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Churchill and Marshal Stalin were, on the whole, a diplomatic tri- 
umph for the United States and Great Britain. The real difficulties 
with the Soviet Union came AFTER Yalta when the agreements 
were not respected.” . 

Later Stettinius says, with great significance: 

“A series of events began soon after the Conference in the 
Crimea which shattered Anglo-American unity with the Soviet 
Union. Even before the death of President Roosevelt on April 12, 
1945, the tide of unity had begun to ebb. After his death, the de- 
feat of Winston Churchill as Prime Minister in the following July 


and bewildering developments within the Soviet Union, a danger-. 


ous impasse developed that still exists today.” 

What? Freely admitting he did not know what happened, Stet- 
* tinius produces the ideas held by the best minds in 
Britain and the United States. Summed up, they seem to be that 
the Politbureau believed Stalin had been too generous and had 
impaired the position of the USSR by his concessions: that the 
death of Roosevelt and the defeat of Churchill strengthened the 
anti-American and anti-British biocs\in the Politbureau: that the 
Politbureau revised its policy after be ne ther the United 
States would soon withdraw from Germany~ at, anyhow, tne 
Pacific war would drain off all America’s real strength from 
Germany. 

It must be kept in mind the one reason for Yalta was militarv— 
the fixing of Russia’s entry into the war against Japan. We were 
trying to save American lives. Indeed, the critics today can criti- 
cize Roosevelt at Yalta only because they know what the subsequent 
events were—events which neither Roosevelt nor Churchill nor 
Stalin could know when the meeting was held. This was that Japan 
was to surrender in August of that year without invasion and with 
no real fegard for Russia’s entry ‘exe the war. 

Z 
Unity The meeting did mark the high tide of unity. A sample 
from the book will illustrate: 

“The Prime Minister proposed a toast to the health of 
Marshal Stalin. He said that he hoped the Marshal had a 
warmer feeling for the British than he had had in the 
past. Churchill added that he felt that the great victories of 
the Red Army had made the Marshal more mellow and 
friendly than he had been during the hard times of the war. 

“Churchill continued by expressing the hope that the 
Marshal realized that he had good and strong friends in 
those British and American representatives present. ‘We 
all hope,’ he added, ‘that the future of Russia will be bright,’ 
and he said he knew that he—and he was sure the President 
—would do all they could to bring this about. He said that 
he felt that the common danger of war had removed im- 
pedaments to understanding and that the fires of war had 
wiped out old animosities. He closed by saying that he 
envisaged a Russia, which had already been glorious in war, 
as a happy and smiling nation in times of peace. 

“I mentioned to Stalin that if we worked together in the 
postwar years there was no reason why every home in the 
Soviet Union could not soon have electricity and plumbing. 
He nodded his head and remarked: ‘We have learned much 
already from the United States.’ ” 


Still another on the delicate subject of the Dar- 


Dardanelles danelles highlights the ease of the meeting. Writes 


Stettinius: 

“There was) considerable banter between Churchill and 
Stalin after their agreement on this matter of a warm-water 
port for the Russians. Churchill pointed out that he had tried 
very hard during World War I to get through the Dardanelles 
and the Russian Government had made an armed force 
available to help, but he had not succeeded. 

“Stalin remarked that the Prime Minister had been in too 
much of a hurry in withdrawing his troops, since the Ger- 
mans and the Turks were on the verge of surrender. The 
Prime Minister reminded Stalin that by that time he had 
been removed from the Government because of the Darda- 
nelles campaign, and thus had had nothing to do with the 
decision on the withdrawal. 

“A similar type of good-humored exchange had also taken 
place between Roosevelt and Churchill. Churchill jollied 
the President about the phrase ‘Freedom from Want.’ He 
said that he had always intended to ask Mr. Roosevelt what 


he meant by the word ‘want.’ 
“ ‘IT suppose,’ Churchill said, ‘that it means privation and 


not desire.’ ” 
It is a book no historian will want to miss. And for the stu-

A lot has happened in the world while those 
two pieces of paper were lying there placidly 
putting on their 2.5 percent a year, but of the 
two, I think the human investment has showed 
the greatest growth. As a matter of fact, there 
is great doubt in my mind whether the bonds 
have grown any at all. Eighteen seventy-five-was 
a lot of money in July of 1939. It would buy a 
lot of groceries. It would go half way toward 
paying the rent. It would buy a lot of shirts 
and ties and socks and stuff—mor@ I'm afraid, 
then the $25 it’s worth today will buy. 


The thing that troubles me is the fact that the 
1 investment, I fear, was wasted. The 
$18.75 I shelled out over the counter back there 
in 1939 went, perhaps, to buy the rifle a dying 
man dropped in the jungles of New Guinea. It 
bought the tire for a jeep which rolled ashore 
on the Normandy beachhead. It went to nothing 
in one crimson flash as a bomb exploded in the 
heart of a German airplane factory. It went 
down the drain in a war we fought to bring 
Peace to the world, and to restore to the world 
the demoéracy in which we believe. 

It didn’t accomplish its purpose, I’m afraid. 
The peace we won is a troubled peace. We 
saved the forms of our democracy, but less of 
freedom remains to us than we yet compre- 
hend. For millions of men in many lands there

is still no liberty of action and of thought, and 
already clearly and plainly we see the face of an- 
other enemy who hates us and all we believe in. 

We are still asked to buy bonds, and we 
are buying them, trying now to buy the peace 
and the democracy we were not quite able to 
win with our guns. I don’t know whether that 
will work or not, either. The $18.75 which buys 
a plow for a German peasant wont do much 
good if somebody else is spending money to poi- 
son his mind against us. We are trying to 
reach the hearts of men through their bellies, 
while Russia is striking straight for the intellect. 
At the pace the world seems rolling to a crisis, 
we may know soon which method was the best. 

It all adds up to a pretty gloomy picture, but 
there is one bright spot. There are still the chil- 
dren. Millions and millions of them, full of hope 
and confidence. Only the old folks are confused 
and afraid. They aren’t. We didn’t do what 
we hoped we would do when we began buying 
those bonds 10 troubled years ago. We didn’t 
bring light and freedom to all men everywhere. 
But we did save it from extinction here—save 
for our kids a land where they could grow up 
with free minds. Maybe if we can just hold 
our own for awhile—stave off for a generation 
the clash which seems to be coming—they, being 
smarter than we, will find the way to spread a 
free man’s way of- living around the world. 


Getting Lifted Into High Society

N 
body will oppose him, but he has n@ right to 
commit other stockholders to a continuing obli- 
gation to pay pensions to some 300,000 well-paid 
employees as a claim on the company’s earn- 
ings, even on assets, always before dividends. 
However, I listened closely and I heard no offer 
by Gerard to strew his fortune to the toiler, so 
the whole gesture seems to have Ween nothing 
but a gesture. 


The first principle here is whether the in- 
dividual investor should or can be compelled 
to assume the burden of supporting count- 
less other individuals in their after-years 

out of savings which those investors earned 

by years of work and laid away through 
thrift and denial of luxuries, even necessi- 
ties. Obviously, as a preposition ef fairness 
er the opposite, this frugal investor is ne 
more obliged to support a retired steelworker 
than the steelworker is obliged to support 
him. 


Gerard may feel that, because he may soon 
sAnave to put his checks back in the rack, money 
isn’t important, anyway. He might be bored by 
riches and want to effect a seedy humility as a 
lark. But others now moving into the elder 
years which he has enjoyed in lavish abundance 
realize that money is to be the most important 
material consideration in life as far as life goes 
from here. 

A backward look over the most important 
phase — indeed, the only important phase — of 
Gerard’s career is less pleasant than the view 
that most of us got when we were very young. 
He was the envoy of a headstrong, cold-blooded, 
vain man who put this country into World 
War I, when there was equal reason to take 
either side, and better reason to stay out, and 
thereby set us on the road to ruin. Therefore, 
ever since, Gerard has been stuck with Wilson 
and the Democratic Party, whatever its heresies. 
He apparently enjoyed the business of defying 
the Kaiser, but that defiance was backed up by 
the bodies of millions of young men who might 
much better have been ‘lef alone and not called 
on to vindicate his vulgar braggadocio.

The final contract of four 
hearts in today’s hand was log- 
ical enough. West's overcall was 
somewhat sketchy for a vulner- 
able player, but in view of the 
low level at which he could 


enter the auction no severe crit- 
icisne should be made of his call. 
While North might have kept 
the bidding open with a light 
raise had West passed, his hand 
did not nearly measure up to a 
free bid and he consequently 
took no action. When it re 
verted to South he had a choice 
of reopening with a double or 
with a jump rebid. He chose the 
latter because he felt the fu- 

re of the hand was in hearts 
and wished to induce partner to 
raise with slight values. North's 
next bid presented no problem. 

The king of spades was opened 
and taken with the ace. The dia- 
mond was led immediately with 
the hope of stealing the trick, 
but the king went to East’s ace. 
The jack of spades was cashed 
and the deuce of clubs came 
back, ducked by declarer, and 
won by West’s king. 

West followed with a diamond 
and East’s queen was ruffed. 
Declarer then cashed the ace of 
clubs, ruffed a club in dummy, 
and discarded the remaining 
club om the jack of diamonds. 
The jack of hearts was then led, 
East played low, and after some 
thought South went up with the 
ace, dropping the singleton king. 

The reasoning on the trump 
play is very neat. The count on 
the hand suggests that West 
holds a singleton heart, but the 
important feature of the analysis 
is that East can hardly have the 
king of that suit. This may 
be deduced from his silence 
throughout the bidding. He has 
shown up with the jack of 
spades, the ace and queen xof 
diamonds, and presumably the 
queen of clubs. If he also had 
the guarded king of hearts, it 
is incon¢geivable that he would 
not have shown some respect 
for his partner’s vulnerable over- 
call by making at least a mild 
call of one no trump.

Only six of the 16 big league’ 
clubs, three in each circuit, are 
represented in the fourth annual 
all-star squad. The World Cham- 
pion New York Yankees won two 
berths as did the National League 
Champion Brooklyn Dodgers. 

However, both had to yield to 
Boston’s second-place Red Sox, 
who topped all clubs with three 
representatives—Ted Williams in 
the outfield and Southpaw Mel 
Parnell and Righthander Ellis 
Kinder in the pitching depart- 
ment. One man from Detroit, one 
from Pittsburgh and one from the 
St. Louis Cardinals complete the 
team. 


Only two of the 10 men selected 
are holdovers from the 1948 all- 
star team. They are Stan Musial, 
slugging Cardinal outfielder, and 
Williams. The latter is the only! 
performer to be elected to all. 
four teams since the poll was in- 
augurated in 1946. 

No player was selected unani-| 
mously. George Kell, of Detroit, 
who nosed out Williams for the 
unofficial American League bat- 
ting title by a fraction of a per- 
centage point, was named on all! 
but three ballots to win the third:

zones of Brazil. 

“The Protestant movement in 
Brazil is on the move,” declared 
Miss McGaughey. Under the lead- 
ership of Dona Cecilia Siquaira, 
Secretary of Women’s Work, who 
did a great deal in securing wom- 
an’s suffrage, community welfare 
work and other civic interests, are 
daily gathering mometum.” , 

“The Brazilian churchwomen 
work with even greater fervor 
than do our U. S. women. For them 
the church is everything,” says 
Miss McGaughey. “It is the center 
of their life, and they are faithful 
to its ideals.” 

According to this church diplo- 
mat, however, the principal inter- 
est of women church workers is 
Visiting the sick and the lonely. 
“Their work is organized on the 
order of ours,” she stated. “At 
their meetings they report on 
gifts, attendance, persorfal mission- 
ary work and visiting—this gives 
you an idea of where their inter- 
ests lie.” 

Miss McGaughey says that the 
feeling of Brazilians toward the 
U. S. is one of great friendship. 
“Many graduates of our Presby- 


‘ terian colleges hold top positions 


over there. The time is ripe for 
the Protestant movement in that 
country,” she added. 

According to bright-eyed Miss 
McGaughey, the Brazilians are 
masters of the art of appreciation 
and social phase. “They have 
more adjectives than we do. They 
have committees to meet one at 
trains and ‘planes, and they are 
great ones for ‘Mesa de Doce.’ 
That means table of sweets,” she 
explained wistfully. “After meet- 
ings, the women bring their favor- 
ite sweets and spread them all on 
tables.
